cent Garriſon or Quarters of our Army, under the Penalty, not onely of 

| {forfeiting treble the Value of fuch Horles and Mares as ſhall not be brought 
Jin; the one Moyetie thereof to the uſe of the State, and the other Moyetie 
to the Party informing , but alſo be deemed as an open Enemy, - and dealt 
Wichall accordingly : VVhich Horſes and Mares ſo brought in , ſhall never- 
theleſle be at the Owners choice either to have meet ſatisfaction for them, 
Fs they ſhall be reaſonably worth , or keep them within the ſaid Garriſons 
For Quarters of our Army; And the reſpective Sherifts and their Deputies 
within their Sheriffdoms , are hereby required , to cauſe theſe preſents ſo- 
{lemnly to be proclaimed and publiſhed according to accuſtomed manner of 
publiſhing Proclamations .
